by the farmers generally it would be 
greatly to our adfanUge financially I 
planted about one acre of the Red Bra 
/llian Artichoke.and about half a bnsheliof 
White French 
The latter is a new va 


riety, and not eitensirely planted in this 
country 
It \» large and very sweet, and 


wiH prore an excellent variety for stock 
The seed was obtained of the French, 
who brought U out io,lo»a and iiied it 
for fool 
The Ued iBrarilian is a very 


large and productive variety, haa been 
raised several years in Iowa, and proves 
to be excellent food for hogs and cattle 
A few Jed to inilch cows along with other 
feed will increase the quantity of milk m 
winter. But I have more thoroughly 
tested their value for hogs, either slock 
hogs or fattening hogs need some vegeta 
ble that grows m the ground 
Nature has 


prorided them with a rooter and it be 
hooves nt to provide ihem wiih some 
thing to root and eat to keep ihem 
healthy 
When I was a>y, 2". or 30 


years ago. our hogs run loose in the 
woods and on the praines, and found 
roots and wild artichokes, and we had no 
hog cholera then, but since we have shut 
our hogs up for half the year and fed 
them on corn alone they have become 
wormy and diseased, and die of cholera 
in such numbers that many of us have 
abandoned the hog^buiiness, which is, at 
present prices, very profitable. 
Mott 


farmers have vacant lots not used for 
stock in summer, and some of us let 
them grow op with stump weeds and 
jimpsons, greatly to the injury of our 
land 
In such a place I planted my aril 


chokes, and about Oct 1st 1 fenced oft 
about a quarter of an acre into the hog 
lot, and after the hogs had got them 
pretty well rooted out 1 took in another 
lot 
I had more than 50 hogs, and one 


acre will supply them with all they need 
for fall and spring 
We don't propose to 


feed any less corn for having artichokes, 
but the corn fed to hogs, kept healthy by
